“The mother’s comfort, convenience 
und safety are the keynotes of the 
service. Her visits to the borough 
councils’ clinics, for example, are 
booked Ike appointments with a 
doctor, to. save her any fatigue in 
waiting.” :

of a doctor, no charge is made beyond 
the fixed one of £2 for the first baby, 
and 30s. for subsequent babies.

MHE GOVERNMENTS and 

peoples both of Great Britain 
and of the United States are 
constantly rebuked by Japanese 
spokesmen for their failure to 
“grasp the meaning of the new 
order in East Asia.” 

It seems doubtful however 
whether the nature and scope of 
Japan's continental ambitions, 
as formulated .by her present 
leaders, are seriously misunder- 
stood in responsible quarters .on 
either side of the Atlantic. 

In this. context it is perhaps 
the Japanese. who can -be. more 


: justly charged with a lack . of 


imaginative comprehension. 

The “new order” of which 
they spenk has not been es- 
tablished; probably no Japanese 
would pretend that it had. Its 
only reality ig as a eonception— 
vague but ardent—in the Japan- 
ese mind, ‘ : 

It is the weakness. of this 
conception, this vision of the 
future, that. it is somewhat 


-| parochial. It postulates (though 


its sponsors occasionally protest 
that it does not) the entire sub- 
jugation of China for the ex- 
clusive benefit of Japan; and by 
corollary it dismisses Europe 
and America from the Western 
Pacific. : 

Now these large desiderata 
are possible developments on 
paper; but to a balanced mind 
it cannot appear probable that 
in practice they will come about. 
It might be well for Japan if, in 
laying the so far unimpressive 
foundations of her ‘new order,” 
her leaders were to remember 
that their country, though her

“Without an improvement in 
Anglo-Italtan relations I could never 
have obtained Slynor Mussolini's co- 
operation Inst September, and with- 
out his co-operntion, I don't believe 
Peace could have been raved,” de- 
clared Mr. Neville Chamberlain, the 
Prime Minister, Speaking at the 
Jewellers’ Association dinner, in 
Birmingham. 


“A great deal of criticism hag been 
directed against the Munich Agree- 
ment ond ngalnst the action I took In 
attempting, by personal contact, to 
obtain a peaceful solution to a’ 
problem which very nearly Involved 
the world. in a -catastrophe of the 
first magnitude. . 


“Criticism comes from various 
quarters, but there fs 0 feature cam- 
mon to all -critles. None of them 
has. the responstbility- that Hes upon 
me; none of them has that full know- 
ledge of all the circumstances that 
in only open to His Majesty's 
Government.

may cherish and which do not con-

“In that way alone we shall re+ 
move these eternal suspicions that 
poison the International atmosphere 
and jet back our security of mind 
and that confidence which (s the life 
and blood of a successful enterprise, 
We cannot forget that, though it 
tukes at least two to make peace, one 
con make war, And until we have 
some clear understandings in which 
all polltien! tension is swept away 
we must put ourselves In a position 
to defend ourselves agalnst attack, 
whether upon our lond, our people 
or our principles of - freedom with 
which our existence as a democracy 
is bound up, and which, to us, seem 
to enshrine the highest attributes of 
human Ife and spirit. 


Rearmament Programme 


“It is for thls purpose, the purpose 
of defence and not attack, that we 
are pursuing the task of rearmament 
with unrelenting vigour and with 
the full approval of the country, It 
has taken us o long time, but pro- 
ress jis now belng made more 
rapidly every day and in all direc~ 
tions." 

Mr. Chamberlain then detailed the 
progress of all branches of the ser- 
vices during the year endirg March 
31. Sixty new warships of a total 
tonnage of 130,000 tons will. have 
been added to the Navy by then

Inauguration OF Body 
To Watch Interests 


The recently formed Hongkong 
and Kowloon’ Tenants’ - Association 
was inaugurated at the Hotel Cecil 
on Saturday afternoon, when a tea- 
party was held. . The function, 
which was ‘attended by o_ large 
gathering, was presided over by Dr. 
Kwole Yue-tung, Mr. M. A. da Silva, 
the well-known solicitor, was the 
gucst of honour, and unvelled a glass 
plaque inscribed with the name of 
the Association. : 

Addressing the gathering, ° Mr. 
Silvn.éaid that the formation of the 
Association urose out of the conges- 
tlon of houslng accommodation at 
present being experienced ‘n. the 
Cotony, duc to the influx of refugees 
from all parts of China. He under 
stoad_thal the alm of the Association, 
though in the main connected with 
the protection of the Interests 
of:tenanis, were charitabl. Among 
these were the obtaining of 
legal advice ~* for tenont mem- 
bers, the granting of free medical 
services, and the promotion and 
establishment of free schools for the 
children of members. These were 
but a few of the alms the Association 
Intended to carry out, but from them 
it could be seen that the Association 
wax a worthy onc. 

Mr. Silva recounted the old story 
of the breaking of the twigs,’ and 
pointed out that unity was strength, 
and: {ts existence and extension de- 
pended upon unity within the. As- 
sociation, He wished the Associa- 
tlon prosperity und concluded with 
the hope that It would attract mem- 
bers ond so fulfl more of its 
charitable aims. : 


Mr. Lul Ping-chucn, a member of 
the Committee, sald that the main 
aim of the Assoviatinn was to pro-~ 
tect the Interests-of tenants, and help 
them with their complaints. The 
membership of the Association was 
4,471, and Mr, Lul expressed the 
hope that many more would enroll. 
+ Donations amounting to several 
thousand dollars had been reecived by 
the Assoclatlon for its charitable 
work, : ; 

Mr. Ho Ifa-suen, a well-known 
journalist, said that since the hostl- 
lities’ began Chinese refugees from 
war-torn cities and villages had fied 
for refuge to. foreign places. Some 
Jandlords did not increase their rents, 
secing the plight of the refugecs, but 
nh number of housc-owners: at once 
increased’ the rents so high that in 
Hongkong the nuthoritics had stop- 
ped the eviction of tenants, who 
could not afford to comply with the 
unreasonabie demands. 

Mr. Ho said that the Association 
hoped to ask the Hongkong Govern- 
ment to fix a rate of increase tn rent.

The Administrator of the Mandated 
"territory of New Guinca, Sir Walter 
MeNicoll, who Is on n visit to Sydney, 
saya that the proposed amalgamation 
of the administrations of Papua and 
New Guincn would be the soundest 
course for Australia in the Jong run. 


He emphasised the necessity of the 
Commonwealth maintaining control 
nat only over New Guinea and 
Papua, but over the string of Sstands 
extending from Papua through the 
Solomons to the New Hebrides. 
Many of these islands, declared Sir 
Walter, had good harbours, and 
should be semi-fortificd and fitted as 
scaplane or warship bases to act as 
the outer fringe of Australian de- 
fence. 

BETTING SHOP HOURS 
ADELAIDE. 

An attempt which was made to 
carry out the recommendations. of 
the recent Royal Commission to res- 
trict the operation of South Austra- 
llan betting shops has falled. The 
Lepisiative Assembly of South Aus- 
tralia has defeated the most import-~ 
ant proposition, which provided that 
the betting shops should close be- 
tween 1.30 p.m. and 5 p.m. 


This wos proposed to prevent large 
sections of the population spending 
their whole afternoon on race-days 
in betting shops, making bets and 
Ustening to deseriptions of the races, 
It was also intended to Increase at- 
tendances at actual racing meetings, 
which had had steadily declined 
since betting shops were first opened.

Sir Charles married a daughter of 
the late Colonel Horace Ricardo In 
1904.

Muricl Pawiey, was captured by 
bandits Jn Manchukuo in September 
1932 ond held to ransom for six 
weeks.

DEATH OF 
FAMOUS - 
IRISH POET 


~ Yeats Initiated 
Erin’s. Drama 


LONDON, Jan. 29. 
THE DEATH is announced, 
in his 74th year, of Mr. William 
Butler Yeats, famous Irish poct 
and dramatist.—Reuter. 


Willlam ‘Butler Yeats, the famous 
Irish poct and dramntist, was born 
In Dublin in June, 1965, his father 
‘being an-~artist. His carly years 
were spent between London ana 
Sligo where his relation had been !n 
business for .many ycara, 


---He studied painting for atime, but 
soon gave it up for literature, con- 
tributing to Irish perlodicals. 


In 1888 he woas.advised by Oscar 
Wilde to try his fortune In London 
where, in 188), he Issucd his first 
book of poems “The Wanderings ot 
Oisin" which awakened new interest 
in the, Celtle revival. He served 
under Henlcy who was cditing the 
“National Observer.” 


In the '90’s he and Ernest Rhys 
founded the famous Rhymers’ Club. 


In his earlier poetry may be found | 


the wild and delicate colouring of the 
West of Ircland. His genius was 
recogniscd by R. L. Stevenson, Wile 
jiam Morris and othera. 

Influenced by French symbolism 
and the delicate art of the Decadents, 
he expressed the fulry lore and dinger- 
ing old-world belicls of -the Irish 
countryside in terms of the fin de 
siecle. So the "“Celtle Twilight,” 
which was on expression of personal 
moods rather than. a racial pheny-~ 
menon, was born and became an cx- 
quisite and frail fashion. 

The “Celtic ‘Twilight’ essays and 
sketches and two Irish stories “John 
Sherman” and “Dhoya” were followed 
by his collectcd poem, the uppearance 
of which in 1845 was recognised as 
marking the ‘rise .of a new Irish 
school, 

BEAUTIFUL POEMS 


His best known poem is the beautl- 
ful “Lake Isle of Innisfree.” The 
volume “The Wind among the Reeds” 
holds some of his finest pocms. 

While Yeats’s prose remained rich 
and embroidered, his later verse bes 
came ‘ascetic and Intellectual in 
strange contrast with his carly lyrics 
so dim-coloured, magical and wist- 
ful. His first non-political dramas 
were. “The Countess Kathleen,” 
and “The Land of Hearts 
Desire” which was produced in Lon- 
don in 1804, Then came “The Tables 
of the Law,” “The Adoration of the 
Magi" ond a political play “The 
‘Shadowy Waters." : 


NEW IRISH DRAMA 


It was to Yeats that the new Irish 
drama owed its {nitlation. In the 
middle of the ‘00's he mentioned to 
Lady Gregury his desire to found “a 
Httlo theatre ‘somewhere in the 
suburbs” where his own and other 
literary plays might be produced. 
George Moore and Edward Martyn 
joined him in the scheme, but it was 
Lady Gregory who made the Irish 
Literary Theatre possible by securing 
Mnanclal- ald... ------ ee 

Yeats and A.E. (G, W. Russell) then 
took an interest in a Dublin amateur 
company which visited London. 
There Sts acting delighted . Miss 
Horniman with the result that she 
paid the entire cost of converting 
some Dublin buildings Into the Abbey 
Theatre. The company there gave 
plays by Yeats, J. M. Synge, Lady 
Gregory and many other Irish au- 
thors, : 

In 1901 Benson's company pro- 
duced in London “Dlarmuld and 
Granla," written by Yeats in col- 
Inboration ‘with George Moore. 

Next year Yeats published his first 
prose play “Cathleen - ni Houlihan” 
and later a collection of his “Plays 
for an Irlsh Theatre,” including “The 
Hour-Glass,” “The Pot of Broth,” 
The King’s Threshold” and “On 
Bailes Strand.” 

9 fervent nationalism wus tried 
by the disturbances over the “Play- 
boy of the Western World" at the 
Abbey Theatre, The result was 
some topical. verse, including the 
well-known lines “Romantic Ireland's 
dead and gone.” He also wrote “Re- 
vertes over Childhood and Youth” 
and * ‘Michael Robartes and the Dan- 
cer,” the latter dealing with - the 
events in Ireland in 1916, 


WINS NOBEL PRIZE 


Yeats was awarded the Nobcl 
Prize for Literature in 1923. Later 
ho recelved the honour of the Gocthe 
Plaque of the city of Frankfurt. 

During much of the year he in- 
hablted a'lonely tower In the county 
of Galway. <A supporter of Cos- 
grave, he was for a time a Senator of 
the Irish Free State. While he de- 
sired the nbolitio: or modification of 
the oath of allegiance, ho was against

JAPANESE SURROUNDED 


Chinese troops are still attempting 
to re-take the Pelping-Hankow rail- 
way centre of Chantien, where 400 
Japanese have been besieged for the 
pust fortnight, 
~ The 
garrison hus been Instrumental in 
hulting attempts by the invaders to 
push south from Po Al, terminus of 
the Taokow-Chinghua Rallway. 

In Anliwel,,a Japanese attempt {o 
cross tho river at Wushlhk! by erect- 
ing a pontoon bridge was frustrated 
by the vigilance of the defenders on 
the opposite bank. 

In the air, the Japanese are carry- 
ing- out relentless bombings of the 
Chinese positions along the Lunghal

We are therefore here to-day to 
express publi¢ly our condemnation 
and horror at this flendish cruelty.

; Was no: question here of evil or im- 
tmoral papers, entased in spreading 
‘either false political doctrines or the 
{knowledge of vice; such unworthy, 
crags should be ruthlessly suppressed, 
But except for such ‘productions, 
which no worthy citizen would 
thesitate to. condemn, .the Press, like 
‘the individual, had a right: to its 
‘Wberty, and to interfere with its 
freedom to tell the truth was a prave 
tbreach of justice and political pru-

The Sword Club, on the other hand, 
took up the point nbout the Press, if 
controlicd, becoming an Instrument of 
ipropaganda, and turned it .rather 
‘neatly on thelr opponents. — Unicss

argued, jt was certain to become an 
instrument of evil propaganda, Not 
all Journalists were worthy of thelr 
high calling; and unless some kind of 
censorship, at least dn mild form, 
were imposed, it was certain that 
papers would -be printed and sold 
which preached the most dangerous 
ond subversive fdeas. Thelr oppon- 
tents were too credulous, they aMrmed, 
‘Wf they believed that an unrestricted 
freedom to print anything was not 
highly dange: ‘us; no revolution ever 
Tyet surce'ded, which was not, fre 
quently started, and always sup- 
sported by oa violent and able 
‘Journallstie campaulgn, The Press 
|had enormous power, for ood or 
evil: and it was the duty of any food 
government to ensure, in as gentle 
‘and tnetful a way as possible, that 
this power was used for good. Manan 
was born, Indeed, free; but Mberty In 
any walle of life needed to be curbed 
and restricted for the common sood. 
Why should the servant be greater 
and freer than its master, the news- 
paper, alone be free from the limits 
and restrictlons of social Ufc?

years ago, it was Greek: the 
‘Apostle Paul, fighting off a 
brawling crowd, evoked from 
one Asiatic Governor the sur- 
prised query, “Canst thou speak 
Greek?” : Pes 

The Greek civilisation of Rome 
declined, and the young nations 
used as their lingua fraiee.and 
their official tongue, Latin. 
Queen Elizabeth, though no Ro- 
manisi, roundly abused one of 
the Ambassadors to her court in 
the Roman tongue. 

More recently, the language of 
diplomacy was French, Secre- 
taries of State for Foreign 
Affairs, Under-Sceretaries, Am- 
bassndors, and -even attaches 
whose job was to send flowers to 
the right people and wear the 
right clothes on the right occa- 
sions, all were required to do 
one thing whatever else they did 
not do: speak—even think— In 
French. : 

About the meetings and con- 
versations of statesmen a whole 
crop of French phrases grew up. 
One made ademarche, One con- 
cluded not an alliance but un 
entente, One was relieved not 
by a lightening of the tension, 
but a detente.

Alluding to the visit to Rome, the 
Premier raid: We went to Nome to 
get to Know’ the Itallan statesmen 
better, to ascertain by personal dis- 
cussion what their point, of view was 
and to make sure they understood 
ourselves, We accomplished all that 
and although there was complete 
frankness of speech on both sides, 
althougth we did nat convert or at- 
tempt to convert one another to our 
point of view on any subject on 
which we might differ, yet I can say 
we came away better ‘friends than 
when we went there."—Reuter. 


Continuing Mr. Chamberlain said 

that his and Lord Halifax's visit. to 
Rome has been criticised by people 
apparently determined to obstruct 
every ‘attempt to carry out the 
wishes of the British and Italian 
people to live on good terms of 
friendship, to tinderstand and settle 
differences by discussion and not by 
force. 
' That was true, not only in italy 
and Britnin, but equally jin France 
and Germany, "Let us cultivate the 
friendship . of these peoples. That 
can be done by individuals, by 
traders, as well. as by more official 
representatives, Let us make it 
clear to them that’ we don't regard 
them as potential enemies, but 
rather as human belngs like ourselves 
with whom we are always prepared 
to talk In terms of equality with an 
open mind and to heur their point of 
view, and satisfy, as far as we can, 
any reasonable aspirations that they 
may cherish and which do not cone 
flict with the general rights of others 
to liberty and justice, ° 

“In that way alone we shall re- 
move these eternal suspicions that 
polson the international atmosphere 
and get back our security of mind 
and that confidence which Is the life 
and blood of n successful enterprise, 
We cannot forget that, though it}. 
takes at least two to make peace, one 
can make war, And until wo have 
some clear understandings in which 
al political tension is swept away 
we must put ourselves in a position 
to defend ourselves against attack, 
whether upon our land, our people 
or our principles of freedom wlth 
which our existence as a democracy 
is bound up, and which, to us, seem 
to enshrine the highest attributes of 
human life and splrit. 


‘Rearmament Programme 


“It Is for thts purpose, the purpose 
of defence and not attack, that we 
are pursulng the task of rearmament 
with unrelenting vigour’ and with |- 
the full approval of the country, It 
has taken us a long time, but pro- 
gress {snow being made more 
rapidly every day ond in all direc- 
tions.” 

Mr. Chamberlain then detalled the

On the other hand, Eastern's backs 
and half-backs, by first-time 
‘tachling, were uble to‘keep out the 
South China forwards, who were 
never allowed to settle down to play 
their ual smooth mame, Soon 
Linutes. the pivat, played a sreat 
part in : 's victory with his 
fine defensive play. He stuck — to 
Fung. Kingecheung like a lonjt-lost 
brother, and as a‘result the South 
China leader, who usually distributes 
his passes. so well to his colleagues, 
was unable to find his men with the 
sane regularity, The backs, Chang | 
Chung-wan and Mew Wah-knok, 
aso defended stoutly, the latter's 
first-time kicking: being a feature of 
his play. 


FORWARDS INEFFECTIVE 


With Fung King-cheunj more or 
lens bottled up, the South China for- 
ward Mne's effectiveness was reduced 
considerably.

The recently formed Hongkong 
and Kowloon Tenants’ Assoclation’ 
was inaugurated at the Hotel Cecil 
on Saturday afternoon, when a. tea- 
party was held. ~ The function, 
which was: attended by a large 
gathering, was presided over by Dr. 
Kwok Yue-tung. Mr. M. A. da Silva, 
the well-known solicitor, was the 
gucst of honour, and unveiled a glass 
plaque inscribed with the name of 
the Association. ° 

Addressing the gathering, Mr. 
Silva sald that the formation of the 
Association arose cut of the conges- 
lion of housing accommodation at 
present belong experienced In - the 
Colony, duc'to the influx of refugees 
from all parts of China. He under- 
stood that the aim of the Association, 
though in the main connected with 
the protection of the . interests 
ef tenants, were charltabl. Among 
these were the. obtaining’ of 
legal advice for tenant mem- 
bers, the granting of free medical 
services, and the promotion and 
estoblishment of free schools for the 
children of members.

: _ Supreme Court Case 


ONE MONTH SET - 
ASIDE FOR 
_ HEARING 


VER A MONTH has been, reserved for the hearing of 
.o tloim against an insurance company which com-: 
menced before Sir Atholl MacGregor, Chiof Justice, at the 


Supreme Court this morning. 


The Cheong Shing Hong, commission agents, No. 31, 
Bonham Strand West, claimed $30,906.23 from the China 
Underwriters Ltd., No. 4A, Des Vocux Road, in respect 
of policies covering goods destroyed by fire a year ago. 


Mr. Eldon Potter, Kc. and 
Mr. H. ©. Macnamara, were 
instructed by Mr. E.. Davidson 
of Hastings & Co, for the plain- 
tiffs. The Hon. Mr. Leo 
D'Almada and Mr.. D. J. N. 
Anderson were instructed by Mr. 
0. E. C. Marton of Messrs, 


Deacons for the defendants. 

In thelr statement of, claim plain- 
tits set out that they had three 
several, policies of insurance. for 
$15,000, $10,000 and $15,000 made by 
the defendants in consideration of 
which premiums were paid, By these 
policies, defendants Insured plaintiffs 
against losa or damare by fire of 
merchandIse stored” in the Cheong 
Shing Hong Godown at No, 103, 
Connaught Road West, 

Plaintiffs had five other policies 
with other companies in respect of 
these goods to the amount of $110,000 
making a total of $150,000. 

The goods were destroyed by fire 
on January 7, 1938 and the loss 
sustained by plaintiffs was $115,~ 
898.36. Plaintiffs clalmed $30,000.23, 
belng the rateable proportion of the 
loss to be borne by defendants. 


ALLEGED FRAUDULENT CLAIM 


In the statement of defence, de- 
fendants said the policles were’ sub- 
Ject to the following conditions: “If 
the claim be In any respect fraudulent 
or if any fatse declaration be made or 
used in support! thereto, or if any 
fraudulent means or devices are used 
by the insured or anyone acting on 
his behalf to obtain any benefit under 
this policy...all benefits under this 
policy shall be forfelted." They 
alleged that the plaintiffs in their 
orlginn! claim on January 10 made 
a fraudulent declaration of loss 
particulars of which were given, and 
until they obtained inspection of the 
plaintiffs’ documents, they could not 
say. whether the partieulara were 
complete, Detatis were given of 
items claimed at prices higher than 
the market prices, ; 

“Mr. Potter, In his opening, said his 
clients were a Partnership started in 
1906 and engaped-in Importing marine 
foods from the Yu Ching Hong In 
Kobe. The manager of the plaintift 
frm in Hongkong was Mr. Wong 
Yung-tong,.n director of the Bank of 
East-Asia and‘a man of some position 
in Chinese financial circles. | tt was 
admitted that the flre was an ne- 
efdental one and that goods of the 
Plainti® were in the godown to the 
value, by defendants’ own estimation, 
of between $70,000 and $80,008, This 


Was a debt owing to the Insured com- 


pany but payment was now denied 
them on the grounds that they had 
deliberately forjted the Welght and 
Price Book to get greater value for 
the goods from the insurance com- 
pany. There had been other charges 
but they had been dropped, The ence 


must nique in insurance clatms 
‘since pm 137 items put jn, 127 


had been marked off by the assessors 
as fraudulent. Apart from the fact 
that the so-called fraud consisted of 
book mistakes, patently obvious os 
such from an exnmination of books 
and Invoices {n the possession of the 
arsessors, it would bo ridiculous, 
Counsel suggested, to belleve that his 
elent would risk losing the $70,000 of 
which he was ossured, by 127 
fraudulent alterations In order to get 
another $50,000 when one froud nlonc 
was sufficient to nullify all claims, 
The plaintiffs had fifteen days in 
which to prepare their-claim but since 
the representative of Neilson “& 
Malcolm, the Insurance Company's 
Assessors was anxious to get back to 
Canton, the claim was prepared ond 
handed in in three days, this haste 
no doubt contributing to the errors 
made jin ft. ‘ 
“DANGEROUS PRECEDENT” 


Counsel described the books of the 
firm and sald the Weight and Price 
book which was alleged to have been 
forged, was merely a permanent 
record of the involees of the Boods us 
they were recelved from Japan, The 
bool contained many errors and 
alterations but these could at once be 
detected by comparison with the 
original invoices which were handed 
to the assessors four days ofter the 
fire, The items complained of should 
have been called improper claims and 
corrected ns such but they should 
never have been described as fraudu« 
lent, In thelr zeal for discovering. 
the “fraud” the assessors had picked 
on 127 Items necessitating great ex- 
pense, research and scrutiny on the 
plaintiff’ part to combat the allega- 
icns. Such a precedent was danger~ 
ous for if insurance companies thus 
lahtly alleged fraud, in many items 
—one of which If proved, would in= 
velidate the claim—a claimant might 
fcel that he could not bear the ex- 
pense of golng to court to contest each 
item. It would be seen from the 
translated accounts that many of the 
{tems claimed were so patently 
mistakes that could be corrected, 
that fraud should never have been 
suggested. Yet even on these, plain- 
WY was put to the burden of proof 
and the court would have to Inves= 
tigate cach of these items. 

Counsel suid the point of charging 
higher than’ existing market prices for 
toods could not be sustained as fraud. 
When ordered by the Judge in Cham. 
hers to give what they thought was 
the market price, defendants had had 
ta resort to plaintiffs’ books to get 
the information. There was no such 
thing as a market price for the 
particular goods here since they were 
imported by only one or two firms, 

Counsel then went over several of 
the contested Items nnd said bad 
bookkeeping: on his ‘elients* part was 
several tlnes met with mistakes by 
the defendants’ side and items which 
were at first .amreed to be non- 
existent had had to be restored to’ the 
claim,

HE GOVERNMENTS ¢ and 
peoples both of Great Britain 
and of the United States .are 
constantly rebuked by Japanese

| spokesmen for their failure to 


“grasp the meaning of the new 
order in East Asia.” 

It seems doubtful however 
whether the nature and scope of 
Japan's continental ambitions, 
as formulated by her present 
lenders, are seriously misunder- 
stood in responsible quarters on 
either side of the Atlantic. 

In this, context it is perhaps 
the Japanese who can be more 
justly charged’ with” a: lack of 
imaginative comprehension. 

The “new order” of which 
they speak has’ not been es- 
tablished: probably no Japanese 
would pretend that it had. Its 
only reality ig as a conception— 
vague but ardent—in the Japan- 
ese mind. 

It is the weakness of this 
conception, this vision of the 
future, that it is ‘somewhat 
parochial, It postulates (though 
its sponsors occasionally protest 
that it does not) the entire sub- 
jugation of China for the ex- 
clusive benefit of Japan; and by 
corollary it dismisses Europe 
and America from the Western 
Pacific. 

Now these large desideratu 
are possible developments © on 
paper; but to a balanced mind 
it cannot appear probable that 
in practice they will come about. 
It might be well for Japan if, in 
laying the so far unimpressive 
foundations of her “new order,” 
her lenders were to remember 
that their country, though her 
destinies are high and her 
power considerable, is. neither 
alone nor foremost in these two 
respects,

ROM time immemorial, diplo- 

mats have spoken a language 
of their own. - Two thousand 
years ago, it was Greek: the 
Apostle Paul, fighting off a 
brawling crowd, evoke from 
one Asiatic Governor the: sur- 
prised query, “Canst_ thou speak 
Greek?” : 

The Greek civilisation of Rome 
declined, and the young nations 
used as theirtingua franca and 
their official: tongue, Latin. 
Queen Elizabeth, though no Ro- 
manist, roundly ‘abused one of 
the Ambassadors to her court in 
the Roman tongue. 

More recently, the language ef 
diplomacy was French. Seere- 
taries of State for Foreign 
Affairs, Under-Sccretarics, Am- 
bassadors, and even attaches 
whose job was to send flowers to 
the right people and wear the 
right clothes on the right occa- 
gions, all were required to do 
one thing whatever else they did 
not do: speak—even think— in

WINS NOBEL PRIZE 


“Yeats was awarded’ the Nobel 
Prize for Literature in 1923. Later 
he received the honour of the Gocthe 
Ploque of the city of Franicfurt. 

During much of the year he in- 
hablted a lonely tower In the county 
of Galway. A supporter of Cos- 
grave, he was for a. time a Senator of 
tho Irish Free State. While he de- 
sired the abolition ormodification of 
the oath of allegiance, he was against 
Ircland breaking nway from the Em- 
pire. In 1932 he announced the 
forthcoming establishment of an Irlsh 
Academy of Letters, - 

Yeats becume a champion of belict

TRANSFERS OF MINORS 


No Defence if _ Person 
' Gave Consent 


The Government Gazette publishes 
the draft of an Offences Against the 
Person Amendment Ordinance, 1939. 
The’ objects and Feasons are ns 
follows; + - 


Sub-sectlon (4) of section 45A of 
the Offences Against the Person Or- 
dinance, No. 2 of 1865, as printed in

TERRETT 
SHOOTING 
CASE 


Counsel's. opening address. in .the 
case against Wong Shiu-on, 24 years 
old, described os a Chincso military 
officer, began at 2.30 p.m. to-day. 

Wong Is charged with shooting with 
Intent to murder In connectlon with 
an atlack, on December 2, on Detec- 
tive Inspector. Hf. R, Terrett, 

Tho case came before Mr. R. A. 
Edwards, and, Mr. Willams, Crown 
Counsel and Det, Inspr, LR. Whant, 
appeared for the prosecution. Mr. 
Hugh Jones held a watching brief for 
the defendant, 

Wong appeared on charges of (a) 
shooting with Intent to murder (b) 
shooting with intent to  causc 
gricvous bodily harm (3) belng in 
unlicensed possession of 3s Mauser 
pistol. 4 
“Counsel, opening for the prosecu- 
tlon, said that on tho evening of 
December 2 Det. Inspr. Terrett was 
on reservo duty when ho received 
instructions to go to, the Gloucester 
Hotel. 

He went thero and saw accused, 
who told him he was wailing for a 
friend. When the friend did not turn 
up, Terrett invited accused to go with 
him to the Central Pollco Station. 
At the station accused spent some 
tlmo telephoning but after one and 
o half hours his friend had still not 
turned up. : 

He asked the Inspector to go out 
with him to find his friend. Terrett 
went with accused to Wongnelchcong 
Road in Happy Valley, but the friend 
was not there. Accused suggested 
yolng to tho Wing On Bank bulld- 
ing. Were, too, the search . was 
fruitless, so the palr went to the China 
Emporium ball-room, where accused 
spoke to a girl. 

After telephoning, accused told 
Terrett his friend had returned to his 
office. The two men returned to the 
Wing On Bank Building. 

Terret became suspicious there and 


told accused that fio would wait no> 


longer than fivo minutes. 

At the end of the five minutes he 
asked accused to accompany him 
downstairs again, : 

“They had reached the second floor 
when Terrett suddenly heard 9 shout. 
“Put up your hands,’ he was told. 

“Ho thought defendant was joking 
and told him not to be a fool. 

“Then he saw a Mauser, pistol 
defendant's hand. 

“Um not fooling, Put up your 
hands,’ defendant reiterated. 

“Terrett took a step forward, but 
as he did so he heard 9 report and 
felt a sharp pain In his neck. 

“IIe continued to move towards ac- 
cuscd and then heard another re- 
Ports ere nee ete, meek ae 

“He felt a Httle weak and stood 
there, watching dccused run down 
the stairs. 

“Then he collapsed. Ho tried to 
shout, but could make no sound. 

“f——fo managed to get his police 
whistle out of his pocket, and blew 
it feebly.” 

“Meanwhile, the watchman down- 
stalrs heard threo shots, but thought 
that someone had fet off some 
crakers, 

“He opened tho gate. of the 
building to Investigate, and as he 
was looking at the floors above, he 
saw o man, dressed fn European 
clothes, dash past into the strect: 

‘Terrett managed to crawl down 
to the gate, which he found was 
focked. Ho blew his whistle again, 
and managed {o attract some atten- 
tlon. . 

‘Two Indlan_ pollco constables 
wert aitracted by the crowd which 
had gathered and saw the Inspector 


lying there.”

|New Chinese Air: Force 


Rapidly Takes Shape 


SHANGHAI, Jan. 30. 


AMERICAN AND RUSSIAN equipment, personnel 
and advice are now helping Chiang Kai-shek develop a 
new air force—his third since the war—to challenge 


Japan’s undisputed mastery 


Official reference books cre: 
dited China with 600 military 
aircraft at the outbreak of hos- 
tilitles. . 

Actually, China's first fine plane 
strength was about a third of this 
listed fgure. , 

Three months after its Arst disas- 
trous appearance over Shanghal this 
starting foree had bren pretty well 
shot to pleces, nnd took no part in 
the defense of the Nanking arca. 

Ten months tater, Chlong’s second 
alr force had been so weakened by. 
combat losses and by -n tcmporury 
withdrawal of the Russinn support 
that It was unable to contribute to- 
ward the defense of Hankow, 

Now that Generalissimo Chiang 
has reorganized and settled his 
government and war mochine in the 
far western interior he has again 
turned to the Americans who have 
stood by him from pre-war days, 
and to the Russtans to build a third 
aly force. 


ITALIANS ‘WITHDRAWN 


Itallan influence in Chinese mill- 
tary aviation, which before the war 
threatened to overshadow the Amer- 
can, has been effaced completely by 
18 months of war. The Italian -air- 
craft plant at Nanchang had not 
turned out Its first plane when 
hostilities commenced, 

Mussolini's recall of his China air’ 
mission not only rendered. this 
extensive plant useless for the 
manufacture of new airplanes, but 
also forced the suspension of training 
activity nt Nanchang and other bases 
where Italian experts were in charge 

Russian airmen and == machines 
appeared on the war scene at a 
critical juncture for China. By the 
fali of 1937, China’s starting feet 
(90 per cent American) had been put 
out of action. 

After surviving a severe bombing, 
the American owned and operated 
alreraft factory at Hangchow had to 
be dismantled and shipped by 
devious routes to Hankow. 

Needed for: service as tactical and 
operations advice in Nanking, 
American Instructors at the Hang- 
chow air school was forced to halt 
their systematic training of Chinese 
airmen, - 


AMERICANS ACTIVE 


For six months after the loss of 
Nanking! Russinn-manned, Russlan- 
made planes did most of China's ner- 
inl Oghting. Reassembled In Han- 
kow, the American factory resumed 
production of war planes for the Chi- 
nese, but few of these craft saw ac- 
tlve use, as the Russians preferred 
thelr own ships, 

Russian activity in the form of 
training of Chinese airmen and 
fighting the. Japanese was abruptly 
halted toward the middle of 1937, 
however, duc to political and policy 
differences with the Chinese com’ 
mand. 

Before the withdrawal of the Rus- 
sians, however, Chiang  Kal-shek's 
American’ experts“ moved" ‘to - Yun< 
nanfu (Kunming) where, unhamper- 
ed by political squabbles, they re- 
established their alr school. In re- 
cent weeks additional instructors for 
this taske of bullding a new alr corps 
for Generalissimo Chiang have are 
rived from the United States. 

With the approach of the Japanese 
army to Hankow, the American alr- 
craft factory was again dismantled. 
Most of the personnel and cauipment 
started on the long journey to Yun- 
nan province. A group of techni- 
cians moved to n point In southern 
Hunan, where they went to work as- 
‘sembling a squadron of fast fighters 
Just-arrived from America. 


RUSSIANS DROP SCRUPLES 


Wth the new American fighters, 
the Hankow fabricated attack bom- 
bers and a miscellancous number of 
still serviceable American and Bri- 
tish planes a3 a nucleus, Chlang Kal- 
shek hopes to develop his third 
wartime air force, manned by cudets 
now undergoing a rigorous training 
under American instructors in Yun- 
nanfu. In the interim before his 
new force will be able to take the 
air. China's Generalissimo has been 
assured that he can again depend 
upon the Russians, whose political 
scruptes have apparently been over- 
come. . 

Neither Chiang Kai-shek nor his 
foreign advisers beHeve that the new

Once, can sweep the Japancse from 
the air, 

But they are convinced that an 
eMictent, hard fighting Chinese corps 
can become .a definite military 
nulsance to the enemy ond thus 
contribute to the success of China’s 
tactics which are designed to wear 
down the cnemy slowly, 


NANKING - 

OFFICIAL | 
KILLED. BY 

ASSASSIN 


SHANGHAI, Jan. 29. 
R. Ma Yu-hang, Sceretary- 
General of the Nanking Pro- 
visional Government, was killed 
in the Sun Sun Hotel department 
store at 7.15 to-night, when a 
gunman entered his room and 
wounded the politician with a 
single shot. 


Ma was immediately taken ‘to 
hospital, where he died tater in the 
evening. 

The victim, who was from Fulien 
province, was over 40 yenrs of age. It 
is reporter! that he recently arrived 
from Nanking to confer with Japan- 
ese officials. 

The police threw a-cordon around 
the district where the crime was 
committed, but the resultant search 
was frultless.—United Preas. 

“Central News” adds that an une 
identified Chinese youth entered Mao 
Yu-hang’s room in the Sun Sun Hotel 
and shot and killed him. 

Ma, who was fatally wounded, was 
rushed to the Lester Hospital for 
treatment, but did not recover from 
the wounds. He dicd at about ning 
o'clock. " 

Ma was a Fukdenese, and arrived In 
Shanghai from Nanking on January 
23, 


JAPANESE: 
ENVOYS MEET 


IN EUROPE. 


. Tightening Up The 
Anti-Comintern Pact | 


PARIS, Jan, 29. 
(CONVERSATIONS BETWEEN 
Japanese envoys in Europe, 
which .are stated to. have dealt 
with the proposal to extend the 
anti-Comintern Pact, concluded 
here to-night. 


The participants were Ambnssadors 
Shigemitsu of London, Shiratori of 
Rome and Kurusu of Brussels, and 
Ministers Yano of Burgos, Amau ‘of 
Berne, and a_ representative of 
Genernl Oshima, Ambassador to 
Berlln, who was prevented from 
attending by ilincss, 


According to a usually reliable 
French source, the talks, which were 
distInct from the normal occasional 
conferences by Japanese umbassadors 
{n Europe, were suggested by the 
ambassadors to Rume and Berlin, who 
met’recently on the Italian Riviera. 


There appears to have been a 
divergence of views on the question 
of the anti-Comintern Pact. Whereas 
Gencral Oshima's representative, and 

{r. Shirator! wanted to tighten up 
relations with Rome and Berlin, if 
not to complete a milltary alllance, 
the majority of the others favoured 
‘nursing’t other European Powers, 
notably Britaln. . 


It is considered here that the 
final decision will depend upon the 
evolution of the European situation.
